In the first inning the Pana 
players scored '2 runs and the Reds were 
whitewashed; in the second inning Pana 
Was whiter imlix..1 uml ««. Kotl" .""4 '«'" 
runs, making the game even. 1 n the third 
mid fourth innings both clubs got goose 
eggs ill order, but in the first half of tho 
fifth inning, with Pann ut the bat, the 
trouble culminated in a general row, pre- 
meditated by the Browns and their gang 
of roughs, headed by Davis, "the mayor," 
who, when -Tames O'Neill, the captain of 
the Reds, desired to say a word to one ot 
his men, was told by Davis to stand back 
and keep still. In this memorable iun- 
iug two of the Browns had struck out 
mid there was a man on first base. Scott 
was pitcher and Bickes catcher for the 
Keds. The man on first base tried to 
steal second base as the ball left Scott's 
hand. It was caught by Bickes and 
tin own Imuitifnlly to second by him and 
caught before the runner was within six 
feet of tho base. The Reds' second base- 
man touched and put out the runner fair- 
ly and Mr. Carter declared the man out, 
which gave the Browns their fourth goose 
egg; but the decision was no sooner made 
than the two strikers named and others 
surrounded the umpire with bats and 
elubs in their hands and threatened to 
kill him if he called the game: and while 
these cowardly demonstrations were be- 
ing made the mayor of the town and the 
rabble took possession of the diumoud.by 
preconcerted arrangement, and refused to 
vacate when so requested by the umpire. 
Mr. Carter was not allowed to call game 
under threat of death, and when lie walk- 
ed up to Davis, all tho time followed by 
the mob, nnd tusked his protection as 
mayor of the city, the cowardly official re- 
pliod: "I'm a Paua man, and I'll not al- 
low any Kith man to defeat our Nine," or 
words to that effect. These words, from 
the man who ought to have aided in pro- 
tecting the Keds, were greeted with howls 
of satisfaction by the bullies, who Hocked 
more closely around Mr. Carter and re- 
newed their threats of personal violence. 
Tt would be impossible to picture the 
disgraceful scene iu words. Caiterandthe 
Keds mingled with their Decatur friends, 
who were there to the number of about 
CO, and then quiet was in a measure re- 
stored. Again did Mr. Carter make an 
ctl'ort to clear tho diamond and call game, 
but the police nor the Browns would do 
l,i» bidding, and then-fare the Reds left 
tho grounds, together -with tho crowd of 
people, many of whom niadecxasperatiiig 
remarks for the benefit of the visitors HH 
they proceeded (jniotlj t<i their hotel.
